H rs 40.000

Crucial Battle Near

Both sides are well equipped and i 
backed by heavy artillery. 
The enemy convoy of four 5,000- 
ton transports and 15 destroyers- 1 
the .Vi**uiesc frequently use the 
swift destroyer* Jlor troop-carrying 
as well as escort duty—was spotted 
by U. S. airmen Thursday after- j 
noon as it entered Ormoc bay.

today 1945 meat production would 
be 2.000.000,000 pounds less than 
this year or about eight per cent 
le ss than this year, due to livestock 
liquidation 
It forecast further a lower level 
of production In 1946 
Prices of meats are expected to 
hold dose to ceiling level* because 
of prospective continued heavy de­ 
mand 
Meat production this year is ex­ 
perted to total 24,500.000,000 pounds, 
dressed meat basis 
The bulk of the predicted reduc­ 
tion iii meat supplies will be pork, 
the department said, estimating hog 
slaughter In 1945 may be 25 per 
this year's record 


Slaughter of sheep and 
lambs 
next year may be IO to 20 per cent 
smaller than this year, the depart­ 
ment said. due to reduced pro­ 
duction. 
Tile department's crop reporting 
board said favorable weather for 
maturing and harvesting of crops 
during October had assured farm­ 
ers that 1945 crop production will be 
at record levels.
